Claimed in Charges of Seduction 
Brought by Vivian MacMillan

All through the morning session, Hon. Mr. Brownlee 
entered specific denials to every single accusation of a serie 
ous character made against him by Miss MacMillan in her 


evidence, 


He admitted that he had driven Miss MacMillan out on 
the evenings of July 3 and July 5 of last year while his 
family Was away at their summer cottage (on the last occa. 
sion of which he was allegedly shadowed by another car con- 
taining John Caldwell, Miss MacMillan’s suitor), but em- 

| phatically denied that any misconduct had taken place on 


| either occasion, 


Mrs. Brownlee To Testify 
It was stated by counsel in his opening address that Mrs. 
Brownlee will be a witness on her husband's behalf, to cor- 
| roborate as far as her memory permits, the evidence of Hon. 
Mr. Brownlee as to his whereabouts on dates when Miss Mac- 
Millan asserts he was holding assignations with her. 
The production of four leather-bound, gilt-edged diaries 
or day books from the desk of Miss Brown, secretary to the 
Premier, caused objections to be entered by Neil D. Mac- 
j lean, K.C., counsel for the plaintiffs 
When they were produced and handed to the Premier 
to assist him to fix his whereabouts during the three and a 
half years covered by the charges of the young plaintiff, Mr. 
Maclean objected that these had not been listed in the affi- 
davit of documents filed by defendant. 
Says He'd Kept No Diaries 

He read from the Premier's examination for discovery 
wherein he has stated that he had kept no diaries, save 
little pocket books. 

When His Lordship intimated that the witness could 
use the diaries to refresh his memory, Mr. Maclean made 
the further objection that as the diaries had not been kept 
by the witness he was not entitled to use them for pur- 
poses of refreshing his memory. The objection was noted, 
but over-ruled. The diaries were used to show that the 
Premier had been absent from the city a great portion of 
each month during the three years covered by the action, 
and had been out of town on several of the dates which 
the plaintiff had given as the dates when she allegedly had 
been holding rendezvous with the Premier. 


Here Are Specific Denials 

Among the specific denials entered by the Premier were 
the following: 

He denied that his wife had been an invalid during the 
past four years. 

He denied that he had ever stated that he would act as 
Vivian's guardian if she would come to the city. 

He denied that he had ever suggested that she stay at 
the Y. W. C. A. 

He denied that he had phoned her to come to his house 
to tea on the September 7th following her arrival, 

He denied that he had driven her out on October 6 and 
subsequent dates and told her he was a lonely man with an 
invalid wife and in need of consortium if he was to continue 
in his high office. 


Denies Ever Promised Job 

He denied that he had ever promised Miss Mac- 
Millan a government position, saying that in his thirteen 
years of public life he had never yet promised a single per- 
son a position, 

He denied that at any time he had ever msconducted 
himself in any degree whatever with Vivian MacMillan, 

He denied positively that he had ever given her pills or 
quinine capsules, 

He denied the story that he would turn on the bathroom 
taps while she was living at his house, and would lock-step 
with him in and out of his bedroom. 

He denied that he had refused to shake hands with John 
Caldwell when he and Caldwell met at the railway station to 
welcome Vivian back to Edmonton. 


Never Pushed Her From Car 


He denied that he had ever had a Saturday afternoon 
engagement with Miss MacMillan in the Parliament Build- 
ings, or that, with a few exceptions for necessary office 
business, that he had ever met her in the Parliament 
Buildings on Sunday mornings. 

He denied that he had ever pushed her out of his car 
and later phoned his apologies. 

He pictured Miss MacMillan as a “bright, gay, viva- 
cious, active girl,” who had impressed Mrs. Brownlee and 
himself favorably and been given the free run of his house, 
acting as an elder sister to his two boys, staying at the 
house on occasions when the maid or Mrs, Brownlee was 
away, to look after the boys, 

He admitted that he usually drove her home, The ex- 
planation he advanced for having met Miss MacMillan and 
driven her to the south side on the nights of July 3 and 5 
last, was that she had wanted to speak to him about having 
her holidays changed so she could visit the Brownlee summer

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LOAN MONEY AVAILABLE 

The city of Winnipeg has secured a loan ef 
$1,300,000 from the Dominion, guaranteed by 
the province of Manitoba, interest at 5 per cent. 

That should arouse the hopes of Edmonton's 
council, which long ago applied for a loan of 
$1,000,000, which has not as yet been forth- 
coming. If Winnipeg is entitled to a loan, so 
is Edmonton, and the Government of Alberta 
is no doubt willing to back the note of this city, 
as the Government of Manitoba has backed 
that of Winnipeg. 

A loan of money at 5 per cent is no great 
boon. That is much more than a city should ever 
have to pay. But it is better to get the million 
and spend it at that price than not get it at 
all, and there is no prospect that Ottawa will 
consent to any easier terms for Edmonton than 
it has granted to Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg is listed for an expenditure of 
$1,750,000 under the Dominion public buildings 
construction program. That has not prevented 
it getting a loan of $1,300,000 from the Domin- 
ion for civic purposes. The allocation of 
$200,000 for a new Police barracks at Edmonton 
cannot therefore be supposed to close the door 
against an application from this city 
corresponding loan with which to carry on civic 
improvements. 


THE TAX RATE 

The city council showed conspicuous reluc- 
tance to come to grips with the proposal to im- 
pose a tax rate of 70 mills or thereabouts on 
city property, and finally settled on a rate of 
64 mills. The taxpayers will have no difficulty 
understanding the disinclination of the alder- 
men to father a tax demand of that apparent 
magnitude. The taxpayers are no more willing 
to accept than the aldermen are to present 

But it may be that in the circumstances the 
worst result of a high tax rate will be the 
criticism it may arouse outside the city, not 
inside. The present council has not spent money 
more lavishly than its predevessors. The high 
rate is compelled by reduced assessment, rather 
than by heavy expenditure. So long as the one 
balances the other, and leaves his tax-bill no 
worse than usual, the taxpayer will understand 
that the high rate does not mean what it seems 
to mean, a sharp increase in taxation. 

Whoever is to blame, whether the city coun- 
cil or the provincial assessment commission, or 
the influence of deflationary ideas on both, it 
was a cardinal mistake to not “stabilize” the 
assessment of property at the level of two years 
ago, with what readjustments were necessary 
as against one piece of property and another. 
Because the country—and the world—was in 
a “slump” was no sufficient reason to assume 
that property had lost its permanent value, or 
that anything could be gained by a general 
Scaling down of assessments—other than a 
boost in the tax rate. 

That mistake cannot be rectified now. The 
only thing to be done was to strike a rate which 
will produce the needed amount of money 
when multiplied by the assessment as it now 
stands. If the city gets some “bad advertising” 
abroad because the rate is high that cannot 
be helped. And while present conditions con- 
tinue the kind of advertising the city gets will 
not be the matter for most serious consideration 
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TURN ON ‘THE LIGHT 

The statement of Hon. Hugh Guthrie as to 
the course of events at the Kingston peniten- 
tiary and the conditions which have existed 
there acquit ihe late warden of precipitancy 
in tendering his resignation from a post that 
few could want in the circumstances 

Mr. Megloughlin, appointed following the 
riot in 1932, resigned ten days ago after a tenure 
of office during which “there was no time in 
which he could say he was not in danger of 
his life.” And the Minister added, “I am sorry 
to say quiet has not yet been restored.” No 
wonder the warden quit. The wonder he 
stayed 80 long. 

Going back eighteen months, Mr. Guthrie 
cleared up one point. Guards and soldiers did 
fire into the cell of Tim Buck during the dis- 
turbances of 1932. They fired eleven shots into 
the cell. But they were not aimed at Buck, but 
at the ceiling. The fact that he was not hit 
is evidence that no attempt was made to harm 
him, but only to frighten him and stop the 
inflammatory speeches he was making to the 
inmates. 

As to the $35,000 fire in the prison last May, 
this was traced to incendiarism, “although the 
blame could not be fixed.” 

Sam Behan, who died six weeks ago in the 
punishment cell as the result of heart failure, 
had been “paddled” a few days before his 
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death. How severely, or with what effect upon 
his weak heart, is not reported. 

If anything further was required, .the state- 
ment of the Minister is absolute prvof that a 
full and public investigation into the conditions 
in the penitentiary is long overdue. The fact 
that eighteen months after the riot the warden 
appointed after the riot was still in danger of 
his life, that prisoners set the place on fire, 
and that “quiet has not yet been restored,” 
establish the failure of administrative action 
to remedy the situation. 

It is due to the taxpayers, as well as to the 
inmates, that it be found out and made known 
just why the inmates are living, and have for a 
couple of years been living, in a state of sup- 
pressed revolt. Quite obviously men who have 
been schooled in such conditions are not likely 
to be law-abiding citizens when they get out. 

Mr. Guthrie should follow his statement of 
admissions by appointing a judicial commission 
to hold a thorough-going and,wide-open en- 
quiry into the record of the institution.

Whereas the taxation now levied by the 
National and provincial governments and 
municipal authorities, is imposing a burden 
of taxation that in many instances is 
destroying and confiscating the taxpayers’ 
wealth; and 

Whereas operations of private enterprise 
have been curtailed through lack of con- 
sumer purchasing-power; and 

Whereas measures adopted with respect 
‘to unemployment have been entirely 
inadequate; and 

Whereas the payment of allowances with- 
out service rendered is creating a condition 
detrimental to individual welfare, and 
prejudicial to the public interest; and 

Whereas it is obvious that salutory col- 
lective power should be used to meet the 
situation, with which individual effort is 
tunable to cope; and 

(10) Whereas it is the opinion of this 
House that Bill No. 19, being an Act to 
incorporate the Bank of Canada, and now 
under consideration by the Canadian par- 
liament, wherein it is proposed to grant to 
a privately owned corporation, among 
others, the folléwing powers: 

(a) To control and regulate Canadian 
credit and currency:* 

(b) To control the external value of the 
national monetary unit; 

(c) To manage in part the general level 
of Canadian production, trade, prices and 
employment; 

(d) And to manage in part the economic 
and financial welfare of the Dominion,— 
is not in the best interests of the people of 
this province or the people of Canada as a 
whole. 

Therefore be it resolved, that this House 
is of the opinion that a national banking 
system should be established for the pur- 
pose of making national, provincial, and 
municipal credit available to sustain the 
circulation of an adequate volume of pur- 
chasing-power medium of exchange, and 
that national, provincial, and municipal 
credit should be used to relieve the existing 
burden of taxation and unemployment and 
to assist in a re-establishing and maintain- 
ing the prosperity of the Canadian people 

And be it further resolved, that this 
House go on record as favoring a definite 
scheme of effective co-operation between 
national, provincial, and munigipal govern- 
ing authorities and the proposed national 
banking system for the purpose of using 
public credit as the purchasing power me- 
dium of exchange necessary to defray the 
expense of maintaining a broad program of 
constructive, useful wage-distributing pub- 
lic enterprise, and, as the means of defray- 
ing the expense of maintaining the good 
government of this nation, its provinces, 
and all local communities and the social 
services that are essential to maintain the 
education, health, peace, contentment, and 
liberty of all Canadian citizens with the 
minimum of expense the taxpayers 
throughout the land. 

And be it further resolved, that copies

of this resolution be forwarded to the mem- 
bers of the Canadian parliament, to the 
members of the legislative assemblies of 
the other provinces in the Dominion, and 


to the representatives of all local govern- 
the Dominion 

This resolution was unanimously passed by 
our legislature on the following day. By this 
course we have taken banking and finance out 
of party politics in British Columbia. Liberals, 
Conservatives, C.C.F.’s, socialists, everyone 
united in endorsing and declaring that the time 
had come when the public administration of 
public credit should be adopted as the basis of 
financing government in the Dominion of Can- 
ada. 

May I now deal with your Bill 19. You are 
all familiar with the preamble and you all, no 
doubt, are familiar with all the various provi- 
sions in that bill. The Act is based upon the 
genera! principle of the English Bank Act of 
1844. In my opinion, it gives more of power 
to the banker, leaves less of power in the 
government, and gives less to the consideration, 
of the public needs than the Bank Act of 1844 
contained. It must be, that such a Bill is based 
upon the assumption, that a gold standard 
banker managed private monopolized money 
system, such as was inaugurated in 1844, has 
proven in the intervening ninety years to be a 
success. Therefore we, in Canada, are willing 
to adopt even a tighter form of legislation and 
to continue to accept the principle of private 
administration of public finance 

You will find, if you care to examine the 
provisions of the Bill before you with reference 
to note issue, and with reference to reserves, 
that the English Bank Act, as amended up to 
1933, is not adopted; you will find that this Bill 
provides for an exclusive monopoly of the man- 
agement of the nation’s gold and all monetary 
gold reserves are handed over to a private 
corporation. You will find vested in a private 
corporation an absolute monopoly of the right 
to issue money in the form of legal tender paper 
currency. You will find set up in Section 25, 
a provision which says, that the Bank of Can- 
ada cannot issue legal tender money or hold 
deposits unless it has 25 per cent of the amount 
of the issue and deposits in gold, or a substi- 
tute for gold in the form of foreign money. In 
the main foreign money is no longer convert- 
ible into gold. 

Well now, just follow the logic of that 
proposition through. And what I want you to 
get in your mind, if you will follow me close 
enough, is that about 90 per cent or more of 
the economic theories and cannons that the 
Macmillan committee recognized had to be 
re-examined have no foundation in fact. You

One striving for health should completely 
eliminate from his vocabulary words as aching, 
tired, miserable, attack, ailment, sickness, com- 
plain, painful, discouragement, etc., and substi- 
tute positive words bringing up pictures of 
health such as strong, beautiful, vigorous, well, 
hardy, joyful, healthful, etc. 

Whenever a mean thought or a depressing 
one enters the mind, endeavor to think of an- 
other thought or some joyful anticipation. Keep 
the mind busy on eonstructive thinking and you 
will find that a rainbow will appear over your 
clouds of gloom to forecast the sunshine and 
happiness ahead. 

If your mind constantly dwells on unpleasant 
conditions, they will continue to grow until they 
are vicious monsters, but if you turn your mind 
from images of pain and tragedy to those of 
health and joy, you will build up a wealth of 
good pictures which are not only pleasant to 
contemplate, but have the magic power to grow 
by attracting other thoughts of a like nature. 

The mind is especially susceptible to sugges- 
tions in the twilight between being awake and 
sleeping, and it is a good plan to keep alive the 
pleasant memories and joyful constructive 
thoughts in your mind as you are preparing for 
the repose of sleep. 

Not only should one think in terms of health, 
but one should talk health and act strongly. 
If you are diligent in your search for construc- 
tive knowledge and helpful thinking, you will 
soon find that your effort brings its reward in 
a happier, healthier everyday life. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—I. M. P. asks: “What is Pott's 
Disease, and would an operation be advisable 
in the case of a patient who has two small ab- 
scesses at left of spine?” 

ANSWER—Pott’s Disease is simply a com- 
mon term for tuberculosis of the spine. It would 
be difficult to say whether or not an operation 
would be advisable in the case you inquire 
about without being able to examine the patient. 
When the infection is not too bad, one is often 
able to bring about an improvement through 
correct dieting and the use of sun baths or 
treatments with actinic light. This dieting 
regimen is similar to that outlined in my article 
on tuberculosis of the lungs, which I will be 
pleased to send you. 

QUESTION—O. V. P. asks: “Will you please 
tell me how I can rid my face of a stubborn 
case of ringworm? I have tried several oint- 


ments without getting any good results. Will 
appreciate your advice.” 
ANSWER — Usually some local treatment 


with the actinic or ultra-violet light to burn the 
skin, followed by the application of some good 
antiseptic should be sufficient to overcome 
ringworm. A short fruit fast is also helpful in 
stubborn cases, as it increases the resistance of 
the body to infection.

TARIFF BOARD PROBLEM 


The question whether the Tariff 


board is a fact-finding or a judicial 
body would be comparatively un- 
important, if Mr, Bennett would 
give assurances that his Govern- 
ment proposes to restrict the facts 


as the Board finds them. If the 
Board can neither get them re- 
spected by its own authority nor 
get the Government to respect 
them by virtue of its obligations 
to the rest of the Empire under 
the Ottawa Agreements, then the 
Board may just as well stop sit- 
ting, and Mr. Justice Sedgewick 
has been taken away from a most 
important judicial post, which he 
admirably filled, for no good pur- 
pose whatever. 

Nothing but the most emphatic 
declaration that the Tariff Board 
is to have authority to make its 
findings effective can save any- 
thing worth saving of the Empire 
trade policy proclaimed with uch 
flourish (as Mr, Bennett’: personal 
achievement) at ‘he Ottawa Con- 
ference. Nothing whatever can 
now save anything of the world 
wheat agreement proclaimed with 
another flourish a year later in 
London. As these are the Gov- 
ernment's so'e accomplishments in 
the sphere of external trade—the 
most irsportant of all spheres of 
governmental activity for Canada 
at the present juncture—it would 
seem highly advisable to salvage 
at least what can be salvaged of 
the Ottawa pacts, We do not be- 
lieve that the British Government 
is hostile to Canada. We believe 
thet its present highly protection- 
ist attitudestoward British agri- 
culture is in large measure a re- 
ply to our own highly protection- 
ist attitude towards Canadian 
manufacturing industry, and is 
intended to provide a bargaining 
ground for future negotiations. 
In any such negotiations Canady 
will gain absolutely nothing ne 
and may lose much of what she 
has in the British market, unless 
she abandons the practice of 
flouting British opinions and off- 
handedly dis vissing British 
claims as she has been doing for 
the past year.-Saturday Night 
Toronto.

The arguments of police and 
neighbors that it would be best to 
offer no further resistance, Kozack 
lowered the firearm and surrender. 
ed. 

It is reporied not to be the first 
time that violence has flared when 
the paths of Olsen and Kozack 
crossed, Four years ago, according 
to reports current in the district, 
Olsen defied Kozack’s order prohib- 
iting him from driving his team and 
wagon over the Kozack farm pro- 
perty. Kozack is alleged to have 
attacked Olsen with an axe when 
the farmer attempted to drive over 
the property, and to save himself, 
Olsen drove the team over the al- 
leged axe wielder, trampling him 
under the horses hoofs.
